HOW PHEASANTS AKE POACHED. 

Perhaps pheasants are the most be- 
loved prey of the psaeher, ior tiiey 
always find a ready market, dead or 
alive, and many are the devices em- 
ployed in snaring them. 

Into a field adjoining a, coppice that 
is well Etrcksd with these birds pro- 
ceeds the poacher, who digs a number 
of empll hales, and places into each a 
little coiuual paper hue ■ t nntH2n:iis s 
few grama of barley — the tap of tha 
bag being plentifully smeared with 
bird lime. 

The pheasants have generolly been 
fed by hand, and immediately the 
poacher conceals himself they run oat 
snd pop tlieir heads into the little bags 
to get the grain. The birds thus be- 
- i-jjiir: '.sncnsaly hooded by ine Bags 
sticking securely to iheir necks, and 
ii^ihiiig remains for the poacher but 
to pick them up and put them into 
his caps^ioes pockets. 

Making pheaaBjito drusl; i= ^nether 
method. "A quantity of barley is 
soaked in a vessel full of water : and 
after it has been drained off alcohol is 
pouted over the grain, which is then 
scattered about die place where the 
birds are, and the pheasants on eating 
it become quite intoxicated. It is then 
a simple matter for the poachers to 
pic£ thests HP Aiid wring their necks. 

Soaked peas strung on wire is an- 
other fstsl snare for the poor p7d?asant. 
. Th#j poacher soaks some peas, and 
threads them on stout wire, so that a 
sharp point projects at either end. 
Naturally enough, on eatics them the 
birds are soon killed. Suuocating them 
. with sulphur is also another deadly 
practice. 

Pishing for pheasants and other game 
birds is also indulged in. Through the 
hedge the poacher will lay Ida lines, 
sometimes twenty j E number, ai the
